City, 
Mo., Sept. 26 — 
The Missouri National Guards are 
entitled to nine candidates for ad­ 
mission to West Point Military Aca­ 
demy next year, according to infor­ 
mation received here this week by 
I Adjutant General W. A. Raupp. 
The nine candidates are to be se­ 
lected by the governor, before Dec­ 
ember 13, of this year and final ap- 
plication 
for 
admission 
will 
be 
! made in March next year. 
“We are going to make an effort 
I to have Missouri’s quota filled at 
I West Point next 
year,” Adjutant 
General Raupp said here today. ‘‘In 
the past, Missouri, as well as other 
states, has been lax in filling her 
appointment quota, and as a result 
all of the national guard allotments 
at West Point have not been filled. 
The governor is to be urged to se­ 
lect the candidates for the military 
academy as 
soon 
as possible, to 
make certain that the state quota 
I will be filled.” 
Under federal rulings, each state 
is allotted representatives at the 
federal military academy. 
Prelim­ 
inary examination is necessary for 
the governor’s selection of candi­ 
dates, following which the regular 
West Point entrance

is given.
